Crops in the County. 


- 
Mr. Compton, from Compton on the 
Arne line of the railroad to W ilmington 
twelve miles south of the city gives us 
the following facts: On account of the 
heavy rains the ground is too wet, and 
the crops are more backward than in 
other parts of the county. There is a 
larger area sown than lust year and 
it is iu fine condition to make the best 
crop ever produced by the farmers. 
All the artesian wells are flowing, none 
having given out. One new artesian 
well will be sunk by Mr. Rusk; grass 
is about two and a half feet high 
where not eaten oil' by stock. Mr. 
Compton will plant about sixty acres 
of beans this year. H e and Mr. Bon- 
sell are starting a nursery for every 
variety of fruit and valuable trees for 
farmers, designing to supply farmers 
at greatly reduced terms. 
On his 
place lie has orange and lemon trees 
planted three years ago which are 
now in bloom. The frost has never 
hurt them. One lemon tree planted 
from the cutting three years ago 
is seven feet high and in bloom. 
Last year lie irrigated them hut 
once, and this 
year 
expects 
to 
do without irrigation. They are on 
land about fifteen feet above the 
low lands at the depot. The farmers 
in iiis vicinity have a large amount of 
last year’s grain on hand; barley is 
now $1 25 per hundred pounds; corn, 
SI 30. Mr. Sanor sold his crop of bar­ 
ley cut from twenty-three acres for 
$1,100, coin. The same person is now 
shelling his crop of corn gathered from 
forty acres of land. He thinks it will 
yield one hundred bushels per acre. 
Sanor has been fanning four years, 
and each year has made enough to 
more than pay the purchase price of 
iiis land. There are more lands there 
for sale at from $15 to $30 per acre on 
which the yearly crop will more than 
pay for the land. 
Mr. McKinley, living tluree miles 
south of the city, informs us that lie 
is now cutting a crop of parley hay — 
sowed the barley last September, hav­ 
ing first irrigated the/ ground, then 
ploughed it, since wjhieh tim e it lias 
liad no irrigation. Jrle outs three tons 
per acre, and is no\/f selling it at $10 
per ton, delivered,/in Los Angeles. He 
has also eighty títeres of barley, some 
of which is now heading out and is 
four feet high, file will plant twenty 
acres in potatoes and twenty acres in 
beans. The c-’rops in the neighborhood 
are all looking well; the wild grass is 
about one ti> two feet high, will cut 
from one t</ two tons per acre. Last 
year lie raised about fifteen acres of 
potatoes,¿^rhich yielded from 5,000 to 
10,000 lb,4.' j* u- acre. Has sold most of 
the cron, at tí" n one to two cents per 
p o u n d /h as about 200 sacks on hand. 
Has j/lanted 500 almond trees; also 
planted other trees. Paid $12 per acre 
for lii|,s land four years ago—would not 
sell f*or less than $75 per acre, exclud­ 
ing his improvements. 
J ,r. Bixby, near W ilmington, says 
tide* wild grass where not eaten down 
b;y stock is two feet high. Crops most 
o xcellent; stock in the best condition; 
ewool will be much cleaner and more 
j marketable. Has nine flowing arte- 
1 sian wells, in depth from 100 to 200 
)feet. These wells are one to three 
/m iles apart, thus showing an immense 
j! underground river. The water flows 
over a seven-inch pipe in streams of 
one to two inches deep. 


Would Limo 
Improve 
Trees? 
Old Orango 


Several years ago we noticed a fact 
which m ight be of interest to orange 
culturists. Some old neglected orange 
trees were standing in a yard where 
work was going on upon a new house. 
The fruit of the trees had been very 
poor in quality, and the trees them­ 
selves looked sickly and feeble.' One 
of the m ortar vats stood near an or­ 
ange tree where the waste water, satu­ 
rated with lime, escaped about the 
roots. All of the trees were well sup­ 
plied with water by irrigation, so that 
the mere supply of water from the 
vat could make no difference. After 
a m onth or two this tree began to 
manifest an increased vigor, the leaves 
larger, of deeper color and the bark of 
the tree cleaner and healthier. The 
fruit that year and for one or two sub­ 
sequent years was the largest and 
finest in the lot. W hat worked the 
revolution in the general health of 
that especial tree, while the other trees 
in tiie yard remained as before? Was 
it the lime? Was there supplied from 
the mortar vat an element of growth, 
it plant food which ban become ex­ 
hausted in the 6oil? The idea sug- 
gesl.ed m ight bo worth the trouble of 
an experiment among orehardists. It 
is a long established fact tiiat lime is 
one of tiie principal plant foods in 
soils, and in older countries is used 
freely as a fertilizer. The tree men­ 


tioned in this article regained very 
quickly a clean, glossy leaf and a 
healthy bark, while the others imme­ 
diately around it remained with leaves 
and bark coated over witli black un­ 
healthy scales, like the skin diseases 
of a man with scurvy. Was it the 
effect of the liifie? Try it about a few 
feeble, unhealthy trees, and report the 
result for the benefit of the public. 


C u lt u r o and 
Preparation of the 
Citron. 


Among the many possible industries 
of Southern California the culture of 
the citron and the preparation of the 
fruit for the m arket certainly deserve 
attention. The United States imports 
every pound of the preserved dried 
citron so familiar to all confectioners 
and housekeepers. It is an article 
always commanding a high price. 
Tiie amount consumed in any one lo­ 
cality is of course small, yet the ag­ 
gregate consumption of the whole 
country is by no means insignificant. 
A large amount of money is yearly 
sent to the borders of the Mediter­ 
ranean for this one import. W hy not 
bring that money here ? The trouble 
is that with so many possible indus­ 
tries we overlook these things. 
Who 
is familiar witli the process of preserv­ 
ing and preparing the citron ? Will 
not some one publish his knowledge 
of the steps necessary? The great 
difficulty seems to be, where it lias 
been tried in families, to get rid of the 
intense bitterness of the rind. There 
are many varieties of the citron; is 
the citron growing here one of a bitter 
varie'y, and are there other kinds free 
from this objection ? If this is the 
true citron of commerce what is the 
process needed to free the fruit from 
this objectionable feature? If it is 
not the best variety of the citron or 
only a bastard citron, ifrill not some of 
our nursery men try to obtain the true 
plant for general culture ? Or have 
we already with this bitter variety, 
others of the more desirable kinds. 
We ask for information, hoping a 
reply. Anything upon this subject 
will be gladly published.

Sumner's Example to Public Men. 


Mr. Beecher began a sermon last 
evening ou the death of Charles Suin- 
nerw ith these words: “The greatest 
gift of God to a nation is upright men 
for magistrates, statesmen, and rulers. 
That republic is poor, although every 
wind may waft to it the richest stores, 
that is not governed by noble men. 
Signs of government decay 
show 
themselves sooner than anywhere else 
in the men who govern. ‘W hen rul­ 
ers seek the furtherance of their own 
ends, when laws and the whole frame­ 
work of government are only so many 
instruments of wrong, the nation can­ 
not be far from decadence.” 
During nearly an hour Mr. Beecher 
outlined the growth, evils, and down­ 
fall of slavery, praising the work of 
the leaders of the early abolition move­ 
ment, and comiug at last to speak of 
Sumner’s brave and unswerving fidel­ 
ity to the cause. 
“He died at the 
right place,” he said. “He died some­ 
what later than the right time. 
Had 
he passed away three years ago not one 
ray would have been lost, and many 
shadows would have been avoided. 
Yet to-day the whole nation mourns 
him. He was cut Oil' from kindred. 
No son or daughter mourns beside his 
coflln; 
but down a million dusky 
cheeks tears are rolling. He has lived 
well. He has died well. He joined 
himself to whatever was best in his 
time, and now he is with God. 
* * 
He was not a vermin statesman, who 
looked upon his country as a carcass 
from which lie could draw blood. 
He 
held official place unsullied. Once he 
naively said, ‘People speak of W ash­ 
ington as being corrupt. I have lived 
there many years, and I have seen no 
corruption.’ And he had not. No 
corruption < la red to approach him. He 
is an example of personal integrity— 
an example much needed. He lias 
shown that disinterestedness is not 
incompatible with public life. There 
are not many such men.—N. Y. Bun

The anticipated appearance of Lut- 
trell before the Postoffico Committee 
in advocacy of an investigation of the 
alleged postal contract irregularities 
was postponed to-day until next Tues­ 
day, awaiting the receipt of further 
documentary evidence. 
Pago was again before the House 
Public Lands Committee to-day, ad­ 
vocating the restoration of the Atlan­ 
tic and Pacific Bailroad land grant to 
the public domain. 
Pr o v id e n c e, It. I., March 31st.

Bank, Express and Millerstown Sav­ 
ings Bank. More persons arc sup­ 
posed to have lost their lives, but 
seven bodies have been recovered.

OUR SECOND V OLUME. 


To-day the H e r a l d starts on its 
second volume. No great enterprise 
is ever carried to success unless its 
managers are men of great energy and 
united.

The brief

Commarcial Position of Los An* 
goles County. 


Commercial distances are not com­ 
puted by the length in m iles betweeu 
two points, but by the cost in labor, 
w ear and tear and tim e consumed in 
passing over distances. T his branch 
of the problem is reduced to an accu­ 
rate science by railroad companies. 
I t has been found th a t itcosts as much 
to rise or fall a grade of tw enty feet as 
it does to run a m ile further on a level 
road. Hence it is as cheap to run five 
miles further around a h ill as it is to 
run up a grade of fifty feet to go over it. 
So each curve is the sam e as adding 
an additional distance to th e road. 
For this reason it is com m ercially 
nearer for Scott to run two hundred 
miles farther through San Gorgonio 
Pass, th an to run direct over the 
m ountains to San Diego. 
W ith this 
rule as our guide, we will show th a t 
Los Angeles is the natural com m er­ 
cial shipping point on th e Pacific 
Coast for “our back country” as shown 
on our map. 
The only com peting 
point is San Francisco. As show n by 
the official survey of the C entral Pa­ 
cific Railroad, the road from San 
Fraucisco to S alt Lake is 950 miles. 
The sum of th e successive elevations 
is 11,738 feet; the sum of the depres­ 
sions is 5,462 feet; total 17,100 feet. 
Divide this by tw enty, and we have 
855 m iles to be added to th e running 
length 
Hence from San Francisco to 
S alt Lake the com m ercial distance is 
equal to 1,809 m iles of level road. This 
distance does not include the addi­ 
tional length for curves, of which we 
have no statistics. A com petent engi­ 
neer acquainted w ith the road assured 
us that the m any short curves would 
add at least 400 miles more, m aking 
the distance 2,209 miles. 
The cause 
of this is that the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road cuts right across several moun­ 
tain ranges. 
A glance a t our map 
shows this fact, and th a t part of 
it is 
made 
from a 
m ap of 
the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. On 
our 
m ap 
th e 
size 
allows 
only 
the 
bold 
ranges 
to 
be 
shown. 
Now pass the eye over th e route from 
Los Angeles to S alt Lake. 
I t will be 
seen th at the heavy m ountain ranges 
run nearly north and south and term i­ 
nate before reaching very far south. 
The route from Los Angeles follows a 
natural grade all the way to Salt Lake 
having no heavy grades or sharp 
curves. The length of a road from 
here to Salt Lake will be alm ost 900 
miles. 
The elevation of S alt Lake is 
about 4,000 feet, equal to 200 miles. 
A n actual survey would show inter­ 
m ediate elevations and depressions of 
probably 2,000 feet, equal to 100 miles. 
Curves would probably be equal to 
100 miles. Total com m ercial distance 
from Los Angeles to S alt L ake 1,300 
miles, against 2,209 m iles, the dis­ 
tance from San Francisco to S alt Lake. 
The difference in favor of Loa Angeles 
is 909 miles. 
A nother item in the 
case is that the road to Los Angeles 
will run below the snow-belt, which 
of itself is of vast im portance. A t this 
tim e a road is already under way from 
Salt Lake tow ard us, and has Pioche 
for its objective point. E xtend from 
Los Angeles a road to m eet this one 
a n d it will open up the extensive m in­ 
ing regions of Southern Nevada, Utah 
and N orthw estern Arizona. 
Look at 
our m ap w ith the proposed road from 
San Gorgonio Pass to S alt Lake, or 
deflect the road from Pioche to Cerro 
Gordo if found practicable. 
All the 
ores of these thousands of m ines will 
reach tide-w ater here and save the 
present cost of transportation of ores

909 miles. 
Look again a t the map. 
It will be seen that San Gorgonio Pass 
is alm ost due east of Los Angeles. 
A t 
this pass the m ountain range has been 
pulled apart breaking the range in two 
and m aking a pass of so easy a grade 
that the ascent is not perceptable to 
the eye. Through this pass the 35th 
and 32d parallel roads m ust find their 
way to the Pacific, and once entering 
the pass are forced through the Los 
Angeles valley. These roads tap the 
entire resources of Arizona, N orth­ 
western 
Colorado 
and 
western 
part of New Mexico. 
The roads north from Los Angeles, 
one al.n g th e coast, the other down 
the San Joaquin plains to San F ran­ 
cisco, Stockton. Sacram ento, and con­ 
necting w ith the entire northern sys­ 
tem of S tate and trans-continental 
roads; two others contem plated, one to 
Cerro Gordo and one to Truxton on 
the coast, and one now being built to 
Anaheim, com plete the railroad sys­ 
tem which makes Los Angeles its cen­ 
ter. These roads w ill open up an un­ 
lim ited m arket for our semi-tropical 
fruits and 
farm ing products. 
Our 
m erchants can by energy and business 
foresight m ake this place the great 
wholesale m etropolis of this vast area. 
Spread this inform ation and the fore­ 
going facts breadcast over the land. 
Let it reach the eye of the capitalist 
and the railroad m en. Some one will 
take hold of the enterprise, put it in 
shape, and w ith th a t determ ination 
which knows no failure, will carry it 
out to success. Cannot our Chamber 
of Commerce start the m atter, and in­ 
duce some energetic citizens to organ­ 
ize a com pany? Go before Congress 
for aid and build the road to Pioche 
or Beaver, connecting w ith the South­ 
ern U tah Railroad. 
To 
give 
some 
idea 
of 
the 
business 
the 
road m ay 
be 
ex­ 
pected to transact we publish the fol­ 
lowing statistics taken in 1872. U tah 
is the best illustration in point. A gri­ 
culture there had a quarter of a cen­ 
tury the start of m ining, yet in two 
years of m ineral developm ent the m in­ 
ing dem and is double the agricultural 
supply. More farm products are being 
carried to the m ining camps of U tah 
by the Pacific railw ays than are fur­ 
nished them by Utah. 
So it is w ith 
every m ining cam p between here and 
there: 
The Union Pacific Railw ay carried, 
for the tw elve m onths ending June 
31, 1872, to U tah, from the Missouri 
valley, 20,848,398 pounds of corn and 
oats. The whole shipm ent west to the 
m ountain regions, of grain, for the 
same tim e, was 36,443,040 pounds; of 
flour it carried 4,665,800 pounds; of live 
hogs, the im m ediate product of corn, 
6,611 head; of other live stock, 34,072 
head; of general merchandise, 70,189,­ 
832 pounds. The Willow Springs Dis­ 
tillery, a t Omaha, used 100,000 bushels 
of corn in the m anufacture of high- 
wines in 1871, w hich were shipped ex­ 
clusively to the m ountain m arkets. 
O ther parties m ust have consumed 
nearly as large am ounts of grain in 
the m anufacture of m alt beer, ale and 
porter, w hich was also shipped to the 
m ountains, and which does not appear 
in the above figures. Colorado is more 
favorably situated for agriculture than 
any section in t he m ountains; but she 
is no exception, as her m iners and 
graziers receive as m any farm produets 
from abroad as from her own soil. 
D uring th e first six m onths of 1872, 
the K ansas Pacific Railway carried to 
th at Territory 9,476,139 pounds of corn 
and oats, 2,585,932 pounds of flour and 
meal, 1,000,000 pounds live cattle, 801,­ 
450 pounds sheep and hogs, 1,772,000 
pounds horses, 1,978,966 pounds beef 
and pork, 1,320,000 pounds salt, 2,500, 
000 pounds wines and liquors—-all the 
ducts of your farms. The total of 
the shipm ents to this one Territory 
alone, by this one railw ay, was 96,310, 
549 pounds of freight. 
Cheyenne and 
Colorado received by the Union Pacific 
Railroad, in 1871, 1,000,000 pounds of 
fruit from the far-off' orchards and 
vineyards of Southern California. 
By the proposed route to Salt Lake 
through a vast region of m ines in an 
arid and com paratively barren region, 
there w ill be poured a stream of pro­ 
duce and m erchandise,w ith return car 
loads of rich ores, which would give 
the largest dividends to the railroad 
company. 
To Cerro Gordo the freight by 
team is fifty dollars per ton ont, on 
m erchandise, etc., and forty-five dol­ 
lars per ton on return bullion; by rail­ 
road it w ill be about nine dollars per 
ton. To the various points in Arizona 
and to Pioche th e freight charges are 
from one hundred and fifty to two hun­ 
dred dollars per ton; by railroad it 
will be fifteen to tw enty dollars per 
ton, out, and still lesson return freight. 
For our seaports, W ilm ingtcn rfhd 
Truxton, l to both at the foot of a down 


hill grade on all of these roads. 
This 
im portant fact is not true of any other 
harbor on the coast. 
In the foregoing we have tried to 
confine our statem ent to facts, the 
most accurate we cau obtain. 
The 
reader can do his own reasoning and 
draw his own conclusions. W e believe 
in the future commercial destiny of 
Los Angeles. 


Berries or Pills ? -W hlch ? 


Few persons realize the im portance 
of small fruits and berries in a sani­ 
tary point of view, apart from their 
actual monied profit. It has been 
found th at w ith the rapid increase in 
the consum ption of such fruits and 
berries in cities, a corresponding im ­ 
provem ent has been m anifest in the 
general health of population. In a cli­ 
m ate like this, we especially need such 
articles of food. The coming on of 
hot w eather brings w ith it a tendency 
to biliary troubles, for which the pleas­ 
a n t sub-acid flavor of berries, w ith 
their relaxing effect, is the remedy 
provided by Nature. 
It is m uch bet­ 
te r th an m any boxes of vaunted and 
widely-advertised “liverpills.” 
Each 
fam ily owning a sm all house-yard, 
can raise all the berries needed for its 
own use; no need of a large ranch. 
Berries have sold readily during the 
last two or three years a t ten cents 
per pint. This involves quite a heavy 
outlay for the supply of even a sm all 
fam ily during the season. P lant them 
in your own yard 1 Setting the plants 
three feet apart will give a great m any 
blackberry and raspberry bushes to a 
sm all area. P ut grape vines around 
the fence training them up against 
the boards facing th e sunlight. 
You 
will be astonished how much a small 
yard w ill yield. W e know a space 
forty feet by seventy w ith thirteen 
lim e trees, two lemons, two alm onds, 
forty blackberry bushes, tw enty rasp­ 
berry bushes, tw elve currants and a 
dozen grape vines set around the 
place. N either trees nor vines are 
crowded, plenty of room; they are 
sim ply well arranged. P lant fru it! 
Recollect, a garden is better th an a 
drug-store. 
. 


How to Save Young Trees from 
Rabbits. 


Mr. Davis, of the Kelsey N ursery of 
Oakland, tells us th at a fine orchard 
of young trees was saved from rabbits 
in the following way: The owner 
killed a few rabbits and then disem ­ 
boweled them. 
H e then rubbed t he 
young trees up and down w ith the 
warm bloody flesh, after w hich the 
rabbits would noc touch a tree. 
The 
reason is this: rabbits live on vegeta­ 
ble food alone, they will not eat flesh 
of any kind. The smell and taste of 
the blood drives them aw ay a t once. 
Try it; you will a t least lessen the 
num ber of rabbits by the ones you ex­ 
perim ent ou the trees with. 


M r. D a v is, from Oakland, one of 
the owners of th e Kelsey Nursery, 
paid us a visit yesterday. 
W e think 
he certainly suffers with good health. 
Mr. Davis is charm ed w ith our county 
and will locate here. H e proposes to 
start'a nursery of tlectduous fruit and 
oriiam ental trees, shrubs and plants— 
will raise about half a m illion blue 
gums for sale.

A Righteous Bill. 


The Assembly has passed the Senate 
bill empowering the jury to fix the 
penalty or punishment of persons 
convicted of murder in the first degree 
at death or imprisonment for life, ac­ 
cording to the circumstances. The 
Union, in referring to the matter, 
says : 
The arguments 
against awarding 
this discretionary power to the jury 
are those used by the defenders of the 
bloody code in favor of capital punish­ 
ment. They are m ainly derived from 
the code of Moses; and from the feudal 
system —neither of which can be made 
applicable to the wants of the civiliza­ 
tion in which we live. The argument 
against the bill was made by Williams, 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
and in favor of it by Swift. 
We do no 
injustice to W illiams in saying lie pre­ 
sented his case in the spirit of a law­ 
yer, and we do not flatter Swift in say­ 
ing his argum ent was that of the 
statesman rather than the lawyer. For 
those reforms in English and Ameri­ 
can criminal jurisprudence which have 
reduced the number of crim inal of­ 
fenses from many to one or two, and 
migrated the penalties on those of the 
lower grade, hum anity is very little 
indebted to the lawyers and almost 
wholly to the spirit oí philosophy in­ 
voked by the new and modern school. 
It was just as startling to the legal 
confraternity when the modern school 
of philosophical statesmanship pro­ 
posed that robbery, grand larceny, 
burglary and arson should not be pun­ 
ished by death as it is now to the same 
class wlien it is proposed in this State 
to abolish capital punishment for all 
offenses. Swift, in the light of this 
history, was correct when he asserted 
that this “ is a question not only for 
lawyers to decide, but for the people— 
a question of public policy,” and that 
it is “ the influence of a higher culti­ 
vation to soften down the lives of men 
and to make them less willing to con­ 
vict,” with death as the penalty of the 
crime. This vote does not abolish the 
death penalty, but it is a step toward 
it when it ullows the jury to say 
whether the circumstances of the mur­ 
der are such as to demand death or only 
imprisonment for life. 
We believe 
the experience of a few years under 
the operation of this law will convince 
all good and sound men th at the death 
penalty is botli cruel and impolitic, 
and that society is safer withou t than 
with i t . ________________ 


New Law Regarding Assessors. 


We call attention to the following 
from the Assessors act: 
Section 1. W henever the Assessor 
assesses any live stock, he m ust de­ 
mand of the person who gives him a 
list thereof, a statem ent under oath 
allowing: first, whether such stock or 
any part thereof will, during the year 
fox wiiich such assessment is made, be 
moved to another county for pastur­ 
age, and If such removal is to be made; 
second, the county to which such 
stock will be taken; and third, the 
number, kind and value thereof; pro­ 
vided, that should such person, a t the 
time of assessment, not have deter­ 
mined to remove such stock, and after­ 
wards should make such removal, it 
shall he lawful for him to m ake the 
statement to the Assessor of the 
county from which such stock was re­ 
moved, as in this section provided, 
through the United Htates mail. 
Sec. 9. 
Any person who drives, or 
causes to be driven, any livestock to 
another county for pasturage and fails 
to make the statement provided for in 
section one, or who wilfully fails to in­ 
clude in such statem ent the full num­ 
ber or value of stock so sent or driven, 
sliull be liable to a penalty of five 
hundred dollars, to be recovered in the 
District Court of the county to which 
said stock is sent or driven; and such 
suit must be instituted by the District 
Attorney of said county in the name 
of the People of the State of Califor­ 
nia, upon the information of any re­ 
sponsible person, and one-lialf of the 
penalty recovered' must be paid to the 
person on whose information the suit 
was instituted. 


Memoranda of Recent Decisions. 


1. Granges must be opened in the 
degree 111 which it is intended to work, 
it being irregular to open in a low de­ 
gree and work up to the degree In- 
ttmdrd to bo conferred. 2. A member 
of another Grange cannot be admitted 
unless he can work in, evcu if he be 
known. The provision of the rule is 
express: “ No one can vouch fora 
member of another Grange.” 8. The 
Overseer should see and know that no 
one approaches theM aster’s office with­ 
out coming up the lawn. 
4. The State 
Grange of Indiana lias decided that to 
be eligibleTor membership a man must 
“rely more upon the products of his 
farm for his income than upon those of 
any other occupation.” 5. There is no 
reason for keeping constitutions1 and 
by-laws out of the hands of outsiders. 


Report of the Bribery Committee. 


The committee appointed to ivesti- 
gate bribery charges says : “ There is 
evidence tending to show that persons 
claiming to be in the interests of Sen­ 
atorial candidates bad made offers in 
order .to influence votes. This how­ 
ever we find to have been done when 
attempted by irresponsible persons 
without the knowledge of and in no 
way connected with the principals 
either by expressed or implied author­ 
ity from them or either of them, or 
their immediate political friends, and 
there is 110 evidence that money or 
anything of value was used to influ­ 
ence any member of the -Legislature; 
but on the contrary it clearly appears 
th at not one dollar was corruptly used 
to secure the election of either Booth 
or Hager.”

Some Curious Indian Expenditures. 


Some of these items in the Govern­ 
ment ledger devoted to Indian expend­ 
itures are decidedly curious. If the 
noble red men do not advertise much 
themselves, they are the cause of a 
good deal of expensive advertising in 
favored organs by others. We wish 
we could believe that the item, “¡Soap 
for Indian service, $8,434.” indicated 
an improvement in their personal 
habits; it would also be interesting to 
know if those 5,000 bottles of “sanitary 
specific,1’ purchased for them last July 
worked like a charm, and whether the 
$3,169 worth of buteher-knives were 
applied to normal uses, and how the 
$24,101 worth of red flannel shirts fit­ 
ted, and whether the $30,135 worth of 
tobacco furnished by F. McMeagh & 
Co. was of good qunlity, and exactly 
why A. II. W ilder’s $68,200 item for 
beef on the hoof was whisked by so 
quietly that the Indian Commissioners 
didn’t get a peep at it. Granville M. 
Dodge, ex-Congressman, ex-Generul, 
the “mysterious disappearance,” of 
the Credit Mobiiier investigation*, ap­ 
pears in the accounts as having pock­ 
eted $412,991 on contracts in a little 
more titan half a year’s time. Has 
the General found his price at lust? 
During the late unpleasantness or very 
soon after its close he was stationed in 
a Southern State. One day Mr. Stan­ 
ton got a letter from him asking to be 
relieved and assigned to duty else­ 
where. Delaying to answer it he re­ 
ceived a second and more urgent one! 
He then wrote back that he was quite 
satisfied to have the General stay 
where lie was, and couldn’t think of 
making a change unless there were 
good and sufficient reasons for it. The 
General thereupon explained. He had 
been ottered a large sum—$225,000, if 
we remember rightly—to turn rascal. 
“ The d—d thieves have got so close to 
my price,” he said in substance, “ that 
I think it would be safer to remove 
me.”

The Grangers’ ball last night was in 
every respect a complete success. 
Turn Verein Hall being filled with the 
very elite of our city. The floou. was 
well filled with dancers, but not so 
much so as to cause uny inconvenient 
crowding and jostling. As none but 
persons of known respectability were 
admitted, there were no unpleasant 
features to mar the evening's eujoy- 
inent; aud all passed off quietly and 
in the very best of order. The ar­ 
rangements made were very complete 
and showed that the Grangers know 
how to get up a high-toned ball as 
well as to light monopolies. 
The 
members of the various committees 
on duty did all in their power to give 
satisfaction to all present, and great 
credit is due them for their uutjring 
efforts to make it as pleasant as'pos­ 
sible for all present. The fair ones 
present were all tastefully dressed and 
lacked that llaming gaudiness that too 
often is seen in our ball-rooms. Fi­ 
nancially the affair must have been 
much of a success, as there were 
enough present to more than insure 
expenses. The music was furnished 
by Desmond’s string band, and seemed 
to give satisfaction to all who “trip­ 
ped the light fantastic” to it. Taking 
it all together, the whole affair passed 
off very pleasantly, and the Grangers 
can feel satisfied that they have got­ 
ten up the best ball that we have had 
in our city for a long time. 


A Million Dollars in Fees. 


The law firm of Webster & Craig is 
said to have received the largest sum 
ever paid for legal services. Custom­ 
House officers say they realized a 
princely fortune from the Government 
by tlieir settlement of the silk ribbon 
cases. The profits are estimated as 
high a9 $1,000,000. The money was 
disbursed to them at the Auditor’s of­ 
fice in the Custom-House within the 
last few weeks. They had powers of 
attorney from nearly all the silk rib­ 
bon importers in the country to sue the 
United States to recover baek duties 
which they alleged had been unjustly 
imposed on their goods. 
The first 
suits were begun seven years ago. 
They dragged along accumulating in 
number until over $2,000,000 was re- 
{iresented by them in principal and in- 
erest. 
The question involved was 
whether ribbons, in which the chief 
value was silk, should be appraised at 
forty or sixty per cent. The revenue 
officers interpreted the tariff in favor 
of the higher rate, which the importers 
paid under protest. They contended 
that the ribbons were exempted from 
duty as silk, because they had a single 
thread of cotton along the edges, and 
that they could only be taxed under 
the tariffas silk and cotton, chief value 
silk. Experts testified for the Govern­ 
ment that the cotton selvige was intro­ 
duced into the ribbons to prevent 
their unravelling and that they could 
be sold for better prices with it than 
without it. There have been several 
conflicting decisions in the Federal 
Courts on the question, some being 
for the Government and others against 
it. After the last trial several months 
ago, Webster & Craig went before Sec­ 
retary Richardson who directed that 
the Treasury should refund the con­ 
tested duties with interest. His de­ 
cision has called forth much adverse 
comment in revenue circles. Well in­ 
formed revenue officers mention a sin­ 
gular circumstance in speaking of it, 
that nearly all the revenue complica­ 
tions of any magnitude that have oc­ 
curred in the last five years have been 
settled by the Treasnry officers inde- 
petulendent of the courts.—[New York 
Sun, March 20th. 


Fitting and Truthful.

They are remark­ 
able for their eminent fitness, and sball 
we add to the sad fact that to but very 
few liv:ng members of the United 
States Senate can they be truthfully 
applied : 
Speak unto the children of Israel 
and proclaim liberty throughout all 
the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof. 
Is not the fact that I have chosen to 
loosen the bauds of wickedness, to un­ 
do the heavy burdens, and to let the 
oppressed go free, and that ye break 
every yoke. 
Because I delivered the poor that 
cried and the fatherless and him that 
had none to help him, the blessing of 
him that was ready to perish came 
upon me. 
I have not sat with vain persons, 
neither will I go in with dissemblers. 
I have hated the congregation of evil 
doers, and will not sit with the wicked. 
I will wash my hands in innocence. 
Gather not my soul with sinners, nor 
my life with bloody men in whose 
hands is mischief, and their right 
hand is full of bribes. 
And now be bold. I am gray-haired 
and have walked before you from my 
childhood until this day. 
Behold, 
here I ain, witness against me before 
the Lord and before his annointed. 
Whose ox have I taken, or whose ass 
have I taken ? or whom have I de­ 
frauded ? or whom have I oppressed ? 
or of whose hand have I received any 
bribe to blind mine eyes therewith? 


A Queer Religious Sect. 


The Chicago Tribune contains the 
following: 
“ Scattered all through 
portions of Southern Colorado aud 
New Mexico and extending even into 
Arizona and Utah, are members of a 
queer religious sect called Penitentes. 
These fellows act upon the theory that 
all moral sins no matter how hideous 
can be atoned by physical suffering; 
and accordingly at certain seasons of 
the year, generally in the Fall, they 
castigate themselves into a condition 
of godliness and then commence the 
battle of yfe anew. In Colorado and 
New Mexico the order numbers 10,000 
souls, who are all under the control of 
and yield implicit obedience to the 
High Priest, Borneo Miguel, who re­ 
sided at Taos. Tradition avers that 
Miguel is a direct descendant of Mon­ 
tezuma; and such is the faith reposed 
in him and so strong the conviction of 
his divine origin that many of his 
10,000 ignorant subjects would gladly 
immolate himself upon the altar if 
told that Miguel desired it. He lives 
in great state at Taos; is surrounded 
by a numerous retinue of servants and 
humble peons, and religiously exacts 
one-tkira of whatever is produced by 
his subjects, no matter whether it be 
grain, wood, gold or silver. A neglect 
or refusal to comply with this ordi­ 
nance subjects the offender to excom­ 
munication at least, and in aggravated 
cases to death.

A memorial was presented in the 
House of Representatives, signed by 
hundreds of our best merchants, bank­ 
ers and others—representing a business 
capital of nearly $500,000,000—protest­ 
ing against an increaseof irredeemable 
currency. 


Transplanting Trees. 


The transplantation of trees and 
shrubs is of so much importance and 
yet so little understood, that anything 
that throws light on the subject is 
worthy of attention. We therefore 
give the following as an item of inter­ 
est to all who desire information on 
the subject: “Vegetable life depeads 
as much on vital functions for its pres­ 
ervation as animal life. But the way 
trees are treated ordinarily, in their 
removals from one location to another, 
indicates a very limited knowledge of 
physiological laws. Plants repose at 
night like higher organizations, wak­ 
ing in the sunlight of morning, invig­ 
orated and refreshed. Through the 
long, tedious months of Winter they 
sleep profoundly. While the leaves 
are green and vigorously performing 
u series of labors, preparations are 
made for a coming season of cold, ice, 
snow and other influences which re­ 
duce the vital force to the lowest point 
without destroying it. That is the 
best time in the life of a tree for trans­ 
planting it. That business is admira­ 
bly managed in France. They don’t 
think of waiting for a mere stick to 
grow into a broad spreading tree. No, 
they seleot splendidly developed trees, 
with waving branches, and place them 
where their grand appearance will be 
admired. Iu the squares of New York 
the park commissioners are now pur­ 
suing the only proper and only prom­ 
ising plan of success by bringing in 
from the country well-grown trees, dug 
up out of the frozen ground, with all 
the roots covered with two or three* 
feet of earth in which they grew. 
Being set out in their new positions, 
the cardinal bearings being the same, 
in the Spring they will rise up like 
refreshed laborers, and bud and bloom 
as they did before. That is the true 
system. It may be accomplished at 
any period if the roots are never in­ 
jured or exposed, but clothed thickly 
and securely with their own attached 
soil. Never cut off a limb or twig till 
they have a secure foothold. Leaves 
are the breathing organs of trees. Most 
persons make a fatal mistake iu trim ­ 
ming trees when transplanted. They 
die because they cannot breathe, oxy­ 
gen being thrown off and carbon ab­ 
sorbed from the atmosphere.—[Scien­ 
tific American. 


A Historic Gun. 


By the direction of Congress the 
Secretary of War is to deliver to the 
authorities of Rhode Island a gun with 
which Battery B, First 
Regiment 
Rhode Island Light Artillery fought 
at Gettysburg. It is to be placed in 
the custody of the veteran association 
of that battery. Its history is thus 
detailed by the Providence Journal: 
“ The gun did good service In various 
battles, but its usefulness was cut short 
on the third day of the battle of Get­ 
tysburg where the battery was actively 
engaged, in the following manner: 
It was being loaded. No. 2 man, Al­ 
fred G. Gardner, of Middletown, had 
placed the cartridge in the muzzle of 
the gun and stepped back, and No. 1, 
Wm. Jones, of Boston, had stepped 
one pace forward with the rammer to 
drive the cartridge home. Just at this 
moment a solid snot from the enemy’s 
battery cut one of the men in two, 
struck the muzzle of the gun in such a 
manner as to fasten the shot there 
permanently, and glancing struck and 
killed the other man. One of the 
other men belonging to the battery 
seeing the condition of affairs, at once 
attempted to drive the charge in with 
an ax but failed, so firmly was it fast­ 
ened there. It was found that it could 
not be removed, or if it were the gun 
would be spoiled for use; so the gun 
was sent to West Point Mid afterwards 
to be kept as a relic of war. Now, in 
pursuance of this act it is to be trans­ 
ferred to Rhode Island, where it 
rightly belongs. It is the intention of 
Battery B Association to have a grand 
demonstration in its horror upon its 
arrival in Rhode Island, in the course 
of a couple of months.” 


A Vermonter who four years ago 
caught the smallpox and kindly gave 
to his neighbors as much of it as he 
could spare, is now being sued by 
them for damages.
